Connally Advocates 
Strike Vote Repeal 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—(#)—Sen. Connally, Democrat, Texas, 
today advocated repeal of a section of the Smith-Connally act under 
which the National Labor Relations Board conducts strike votes. 


The board is bogging down un- 
Ger the weight of about 200 week- 
ly requests for such votes. Con- 
mally, one of the authors of the 
act, said it is time to repeal that 
provision. 

He never liked it, anyway, he 
said. 

But the Texas senator made it 
plain that he isn’t going along 
with some congressional demands 
for junking the whole measure. 


The act gives the government 
authority to seize struck war 
plants. It provides lega) authority 
to attempt to settle labor disputes. 
It directs the NLRB to take secret 
strike votes after a 30-day “cool- 
ing off” period. 

The act lingers on until Presi- 
dent Truman officially proclaims 
that hostilities have ceased or con- 
gress acts to end the law. 

Connally pointed out that the 
act was used when the government 
recently took over gasoline plants 
because of a strike. He added that 
it applies only to the section of 
the industrial set-up which still 
is working In some way for the 
armed forces. . 

“There has been a lot of criti- 
cism of this act,” the Texan told a 
reporter, “but it did the job dur- 
ing the war. Maybe plant seizure 
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isn’t the best method, but nobody 
found a better one.” 

He is going to call on the Army 
and Navy for an accounting of the 
labor differences that were settled 
under terms of the act, Connally 
said. Some folks may be surprised 
at the figures, he added. 

The Texas senator said the 
strike vote section was just one of 
those things that happen in con- 
gress. The senate passed the bill 
in about the form he proposed. 
The house tacked on amendments. 
A conference committee com- 
promised. 

President Roosevelt vetoed the 
bill. Congress passed it over the 
veto. .

dozens of servicemen, their bill- 
folds bulging with mustering out 
payments and backtime pay, are 
released every day,” Superinten- 
dent Hildebrand explained. 
Many soldiers do arrive at their 
homes with most of the money 
they were oy at the separa- 
tion center, Dut the ones who 
leave Ft. McPherson and plan on 


Hecklers Discourage 
Protesting Brides 


LONDON, Oct. 14— (?) —A 
group of British brides demanding 
transportation to join their Ameri- 
can soldier husbands in the United 
States aired their views for an 


hour and a half in Hyde Park to- 
day until uniformed and civilian 
hecklers drowned them out.

They 
begin drinking in a taproom, a 
stranger comes up and offers to 
buy them more drinks and the 
next morning they wake up with 
nothing to show for their celebra- 
tion but headaches and empty bill- 
folds. 

Detectives are able to report a 
high recovery rate in all other 
types of larcencies, but under the 
above circumstances they § are' 
many times powerless to appre-| 
hend the criminal.-. The soldier 
is very seldom able to give an ac- 
curate description of the person 
who took his money, and because 
most of them are unacquainted 
with the city, they cannot tell. de- 
tectives where the crime took 


place. 
In cases where police officers 


taking money from a soldier or an 
ex-serviceman, the victims have 
usually returned to their homes 


or to some other city hundreds of | 


miles away, where it would be in- 
convenient for them to return 
Atlanta to prosecute. , 

Some soldiers tell the detectives 
they have been fed “knockout 
drops” while drinking, but Hilder- 
brand said actual cases of this sort 
are rare. 

“At the most, only one out of 
every 1,000 ever received that 
treatment,” he said. “It’s much 
simpler for the criminal to keep 
on feeding his victim liquor until 
he passes out.” 

Those who get the drink treat- 
ment in bar rooms, however, get 
off light in comparison with their 
more unfortunate buddies who 
bring strangers up to their hotel 
rooms for drinking parties. In 
these cases, the victims often re- 
port losing not only their money, 
but their clothing and personal 
belongings as well.

Opens Giant 
VD Drive 


X-Ray and Blood Tests 
Play Important Role 
In Mighty Crusade

SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 14.— 
Chatham county’s all-out cam- 
paign against syphilis and tuber- 
culosis gets under way here to- 
morrow. 


Everything is in readiness to 
give X-ray and blood tests to each 
of the county’s 135,000 citizens 
within the next 45 days. 


More than a hundred doctors, 
nurses and medical technicians 
have been brought in to conduct 
the first two-disease campaign 
ever conducted. Five X-ray ma- 
chines have been set up in booths 
throughout the city for the con- 
venience of all. Five billion units 
of penicillin are on hand to be 
furnished without charge to those 
who need it. 


The campaign, conducted by the 
Savannah-Chatham County Health 
Center in co-operation with the 
U. S. Public Health Service, has 
as its goal the finding and treat- 
ment of every case of syphilis and 
tuberculosis in the county. 


“Health authorities all over the 


— will have their eyes on Sa- 


annah during the next month 
and a half,” declares Dr. Clair 
A. Henderson, director of the lo- 
cal center. “It is being projected 
at this time not because there 
is any particular emergency that 
does not exist elsewhere in the 
country, but because at this time 
the United States Public Health 
Service has offered its services to 
our state because of Georgia's 
— in national health cir- 
es. 
“We are going to make a con- 
certed attack against two of our 
worst enemies,” Dr. Henderson 
continued. “Syphilis last year in 


| this country killed 100,000 per- 


sons who, if they had had blood 
tests and treatment in the early 
stages of the disease, would not 
Lave died. Tuberculosis killed 
60,000 who might not have died if 
a chest X-ray had been made and 
treatment started early.” 

“I well realize this will be a 
gigantic undertaking,” added Dr. 
Henderson, “but this is an en- 
lightened community and I be 
lieve we can count on the intel-

Ramspeck Sees 
Compromise On 
Basic Labor Pay 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(?)— 
Compromise talk bobbed up in 
congress today in the controversy 
over wage levels. 

Most lawmakers handling the 
problem agreed in interviews that 
the present minimum figure of 40 
cents an hour for individual work- 
ers will be increased. 

But nearly all of those ques- 
tioned said they did not believe 
congress will approve a boost to 
65 cents hourly, as proposed in 
pending legislation. President Tru- 
man and several of his cabinet 
members have urged that the 
wage floor be raised. 

A typical comment came from 
Rep. Ramspeck, Democrat, Geor- 
gia, house majority party whip 
and acting chairman of the labor 
committee, which opens hearings 
Monday on the legislation. 

“The way it looks now, the 
members will not go along with a 
25 cent increase,” Ramspeck told a 
reporter. 

“Congressmen from the farm

Actually, 
however, it is one of the direct 
lines that can be drawn through 
interviews with all these men by 
18 newspaper correspondents who 
have traveled 5,500 miles in the 
last 12 days in a survey of post- 
war business problems. 

The word “gamble” actually 
was used by Paul Davies, presi- 
dent of the Food Machinery Com- 
pany at San Jose, Calif. What he 
and the other executives meant 
was that they were going ahead 
full blast on business expansion 
plans despite national uncertain- 
ties. ‘The flying reporters saw 
business that was booming and 
planning to boom still more in 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Cali- 
fornia and Minnesota. Few of the

were plenty of other businesses in 
these states that were reconvert- 
ing and apparently reconverting 
fast. 

Two other points ran straight 
through these interviews. They 
were: 

MORE HELP NEEDED 

1. That more help is needed and 
right now help can’t be found. 
One man said labor was taking a 
vacation.” 

2. That industry is going to 
fight the demands of labor for 52 
hours pay for 40 hours of work 
or demand a lifting of price ceil- 
ings if forced to go that high. 

Davies’ Food Machinery Corpor- 
ation could serve as an illustra- 
tion, although it was not typical. 
He had a major reconversion 
job to do during the war. It made 
heavily armored amphibian trac: 
tors that played a major part in 
the Pacific landings. The last of 
them have just been cleaned out 
of the company’ main plant, 

Now Food Machinery is turning 
out heavy gadgets that almost 
defy description. They have a 
peach pitter and a pear peeler. 
They have a machine that takes 
the seeds out of olives and 


But there? cherries. 


The company has 15 
plants which produce not only 
fruit and vegetable processing and 
canning machines, but also agri- 
cultural implements, insecticides 
and pumps. 

“In 1941 we were doing $12,000,- 
000 worth of business a year,” 
Davies said. “Last year we reached 
$216,000,000. Now we are plan- 
ning on output of at least $30,000,- 
000 a year for the next three 
years. 

NEED NATIONAL POLICY 

“We need-help from the govern- 
ment in the form of some new na- 
tional policies. We need to have 
the excess profits tax removed. 
We need stronger patent protec 
tion in our own case because we 
will be spending $1,000,000 a year 
on research alone. 

“And we certainly need a na 
tional policy on labor. Labor 
wouldn’t provide much of a hurdle 
if we had a formula which said 
that higher prices would mean 
higher wages. We can’t go very 
far right now because we already 
have had a 25 per cent increase 
in productign costs since 1941.

Frank Buck Frets to Go 


Wild Animal 


Hunting Again 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 
Frank Buck, the world’s most famous wild animal hunter, doesn’t 


own so much as a tabby cat! 
In Atlanta for two 


illustrated lectures tomorrow at the city’ 


auditorium, Buck said yesterday that the war had wrecked his col- 
lection of big game and that it would be some time before he could 
start another expedition to replenish it. 


“I got rid of all my monkeys, 
elephants and cats—lions, tigers 
and leopards—and now I can't 
even boast of a house cat,” Buck 
said yesterday. 

For many years, Buck has spe- 
cialized in trapping wild animals 
and strange birds for sale to zoos 
throughout the world. He says 
he’s the only man alive who made. 
that his profession. 

“In 1941, when we got into the 
war,” Buck explained, “my estate 
at Amityville, N. Y., was well 
stocked with many valuable ani- 
mais. But soon I couldn't get hay 
for the elephants, nor meat for the 
cats, not even horse meat. So, I 
had to sell 11 elephants, 27 lions 
and tigers and 1,000 monkeys. 
Now that the war is over I’m 
anxious to get busy and again do 
some big game hunting.” 
SHORTAGE OF ANIMALS 

Buck said he recently attended 
@ meeting of the directors of most 
of the big zoos in the country and 
they all agreed that there is now 
a great shortage of many species 
of wild animals. There will be a 
big demand for such animals for 
many years, he predicted. 

Buck's two lectures in Atlanta 
are under the auspices of the At- 
lanta chapter of the American 
Business Club for the benefit of 
the playground of the Atlanta 
Boys’ Club, The first lecture will 
take place at 4 p. m, tomorrow 
and the second at 8 p. m. 

Buck said he has hunted and 
caught every kind of wild animal, 
in all parts of the world, especial- 
ly those that are the most dan- 
gerous. For 33 yéars, he main- 
tained a permanent headquarters 
at Singapore, in the Malay states. 
He said he left Singapore in 1939 
to put on an exhibition at the 
World's Fair, in New York City. 
When the Japanese occupied 
Singapore, one of the Jap generals 
took over Buck’s private home.

Of all the wild animals he ever 
caught, said Buck, the Bengal 
tiger is the most beautiful and the 
Malay tiger the most vicious.

because it doesn't thrive in tem- 
perate climates. ‘ 

“Contrary to the general opin- 
jon,” said Buck, “the tiger is not 
naturally a man-eater.

“The most intelligent wild ani- 
mal on earth is the Indian ele- 
phant, and the African elephant is 
the dumbest. The reason is that 
‘the Indian elephant has a very 
large brain pan and the African 
elephant a very small one.” 

Buck said that elephant hunting 
is regulated in every African and 
‘Asiatic country and that no hunter 
is allowed to kill more than one 
elephant in a season. And the de 
velopment of substitutes has made 
ivory a drug on the market. For 
that reason, he said, the hunting 
of elephants is now merely a 
sportsman’s game.

Jap Physicist 
Thinks Russia 
Has A-Bomb 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.— 
(UP)—One of Japan’s foremost 
physicists believes Russia prob- 
ably already has perfected an 
atomic bomb as good or better 
than those developed by the Unit- 


ed States, Larry Tighe, of the 
American Broadcasting Company, 
said today in a broadcast from 
Tokyo, 

Prof. Bunsaku Arakatsu, head 
of the nuclear physics department 
at the Imperial University at 
Kyoto, told Tighe that Japan 
could perfect an atomic bomb of 
her own within five to 10 years 
and that he already had made 
tremendous strides in that direc- 
tion when U. S. military forces 
cut off the electric power in his 
laboratory. 

Arakatsu laughed when told the 
United States did not intend to 
permit the secret to fall into other 
hands, Tighe said, asserting any 
country which could afford pro- 
duction costs tould be manufac- 
turing atomic bombs very soon. 

Tighe said he and Keith Wheel- 
er, of the Chicago Times, were 
shown Arakatsu’s laboratory and 
said they were “shocked speech- 
less” at the progress Japan al- 
ready had made, Much of that 
progress had been made, Arakatsu 
said, since the first bomb was 
dropped at Hiroshima. The in- 
formation he gained from study- 
ing the Hiroshima area cut his 
own research by at least 40 years, 
the Japanese scientist said. 

“Arakatsu dumped the biggest 
bombshell our way when he told 
of his studies at Cambridge in 
England 18 years ago,” Tighe said. 
He studied with a Professor Ka- 
pitza, of Russia, who was working 
on nuclear theories at that time. 

“Since Kapitza has become the 
foremost Russian scientist in atom 
research and a few years ago de- 
veloped a method of liquefying 
hydrogen and helium, Arakatsu 
believes and managed with almost 
no effort to convince us that Rus- 
sia is very close to the core of the 
atomic bomb problem.”

Resume Work 
On Largest 
Telescope 


WASHINGTON, . Oct. 14.—(@ 
Construction of the world’s largest 
telescope—the 200-incher atop Mt. 
Palomar in California—is being 


resumed after a wartime layoff. | 


Between one and two years will 
be required to finish it, 

This was announced today by 
the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington, which co-operated in the 
design and operational plans for 
the telescope with the California 
Institute of Technology. The un- 
completed reflecting ‘scope is lo- 
cated at Cal Tech's observatory 
on Mt. Palomar, 66 miles north of 
San Diego. 

The 200-inch glass disc was 
poured 6n Dec. 2, 1934, at Corning, 
N. Y., and taken across the nation 
to be placed in the observatory. 

With the outbreak of war both 
optical and mechanical work on 
the telescope was suspended. 

Carnegie, which operates Mt. 
Wilson observatory in California, 
said plans have been formulated 
for a co-operative research pro- 
gram between Mt. Wilson and Cal 
Tech's observatory at Palomar as 
soon as the equipment at the lat- 
ter is completed. 

The Carnegie announcement 
institutions have ap- 
proved a program whereby “the 
two observatories will be placed 
under a single administrative man 
having a director who 
will be chairman of an advisory 
management committee with rep- 
resentatives from both organiza- 
tions.” 

Financial support of the two ob- 
servatories will be contributed by

In London, where a Labor government 
is in power, union officials declare “re- 
ealcitrant groups,” among them the Com- 
munist group, maintain a wild-cat dock 
strike which is spreading. 


In this country longshoremen striking 
fn New York are reported to be appar- 
ently uninterested in their leadership. 


Over the country labor restlessness 
keeps spreading out, slowly but surely. 
To those who were keeping up with cur- 
rent events at the end of the first World 
War, the whole picture has a familiar look 
and sound. 


Nevertheless, the country is disturbed. 


In congress there is vocal criticism of 
the present course in which labor lead- 
ership seemed to be, in most instances, 
going with the current, fearful of oppos- 
ing the tempers and the distempers of 


their membership which did not seem to 


know where it was going but wanted 
to be on the way. 


At the same time, union statements 
from the textile field revealed instances 
ef what labor charges; employers who 
deliberately refuse to bargain or. obey 
federal directives.

The Worlds - 
Most Explosive Bomb 


We have had an atomie bomb in the world for 

a long time. 
. It’s explosions have done more damage & 
thousand times in the past than was done at Hiroshima. 


We understand it little better than we do the atomic bomb which 


has had its crude, but stunning, introduction to the world. Atomic. 


energy will, we know, revolutionize our future, 


This other atomic bomb has been revolutionizing the future of 
the world almost since the beginning of civilization. It is explod- 
ing now. 


The bomb is poverty or want. It releases the gigantic energy 
of discontent, hunger, disease, stark need. 


Pages of world’s history are filled with the results of the releas- 
ing of this energy. 


When, on Oct. 24, 1917, the Russian revolutionists charged across 
the square ai Petrograd they had @ slogan. It was conceived by 
Lenin and it was: 


“Peace, Bread and Land.” 


When the tanks and troop carriers of Adolf Hitler moved into 
Austria in 1938, there was a very effective slogan inscribed on 
banners and formed by the lips of shouting thousands. It was: 


“Peace, Bread and Work.” 


No matter how much one believes the totalitarian -regimes had 
little to.make them different, one must admit that the objectives 
of 1917 and 1938 were as far apart as the poles. 

The slogan was the same. 

It was the agen: which split the atom of poverty and released 
the tremendous, nation-shattering energies of discontent. 

The pages of the 18th century show a long series of explosions 
which at last destroyed feudalism and prepared the way for a 
new and shattering explosion in Europe, the French Revolution. 

The new age was ushered in with Napoleon’s “whiff of grape- 
shot” at the corner where stands the church of St. Roche in Paris. 
It, too, had a slogan: 

“Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.” 

Like many makers of slogans, Napoleon had it inscribed on his 


banners. But he did not entirely practice it. 

We We now are beginning to see that something has 
As of Now happened in Europe which will have a profound 
effe.. on the future of Europe. In time it will reach us. It always 
has, even, in the days of the young republic. 

Relations Between groups, classes and individuals have, in 
Europe, been bused on property. That property has largely been 
destroyed. Capital investments of centuries have been blown and 
burned away. Currency, bonds, debts are worthless. The founda- 
tion stone on which the social system of Europe has rested has, 
in many countries, beén removed, just as the foundations of the 
south’s social system were removed by the War Between the States. 

A new Europe is emerging. How difficult it is to comprehend, 
to evalue, to understand, is obvious from the confusion which 
accompanies the efforts of military governments in occupied coun- 
tries to get a civil government to functioning. 

We see unmistakable outlines of World War III appearing on 
the sky of Europe. They appear but faintly. But they appear. 

We have, because of our perhaps inevitable isolationism up to 
1917, learned as little about European people as they have learned 


about us. 

Even today we, as a people, do not know 
Unknown F actor what sort of Europe is practical or possible. 
What can be made out of the generation that has crawled out from 
beneath the rubble of its cities and towns is equivalent to the “X” 
denoting the unknown quantity in an algebraic equasion. 

We don’t want Curope to go back to what it was in 1939. 

We know it can't do so if it wished. 

We vaguely wish we could make of Europe’s peoples something 
akin to our own—democratic, believers in individual initiative. But, 
just as vaguely, we know that is impossible, especially in nations 
which have never known it. 

Across this shattered, chaotic Europe falls the-shadow of the 
Soviet Union. It now is one of the great military powers of 
the world. 

It possesses a political ideology which inspires faith and hope 
in millions. ) 

Individual Europeans like us, even though they know little of us. 
The average citizen of Europe, if asked which country he would 
like to go to, would select the United States. 

Yet, because we as a people have never realized the necessity 
for making our voice heard in Europe, because we have left large 
“desert spaces” which never get American news or information: 
because congress has never realized (reflecting the people) the 
necessity for such a job, we have no policy. The Soviets know 
what they want. Being authoritarian, they can act 

There still is time for us to tell our story.

Well, according to recent reports of the trend 
of official thought in Washington, it seems the 
United States is about to surrender the anti- 
has been holding with satisfactory, if not quite 
perfect, success during the war. years. 

One story says President Truman believes it will be necessary 
to grant the wage increases demanded by the various groups of 
organized workers who are holding up the return to industrial, 
peacetime, activity by the wave of strikes.. Further, it adds that if 
these wage increases are granted, as asked, that will necessitate a 
relaxing of OPA price controls, permitting manufacturers to charge 
higher prices for their products. , 

Which, as soon as the effect is ‘felt—which won't take long— 
will probably result in more strikes for still higher wages to offset 
the increased cost of living. Then, another boost in costs of pro- 
duction and prices and thus the tragic spiral will have been well 
started and we shall be going down the rapid descent to dollars 
equal to a prewar nickel in purchasing power. Or less. 

There will, then, be real suffering among mil- 


We Will Suffer lions of Americans. Chiefly those with set in- 
comes, through salaries, annuities, insurance incomes, investments 
and so on. The “white collar” workers, the widows and the aged. 
The old people retired from active participation in profession or 
business 

There will be millions in the same situation as one man I know 
of already. He had retired from hjs profession, with investments 
that brought in approximately $200 a month income. Sufficient 
for him and for his wife. Already increasing cost of living had cut 
the purchasing power of that $200 until it was insufficient for their 


basic needs. So, old as he was, he was forced to go back to work. 


It was rather pitiful to see the old fellow trying to act young and 
efficient. 

Organized labor leaders say, naturally, industry is making big 
enough profits to be able to meet the higher wage demands with- 
out any boost in prices. They say, also, that better paid workers 
will result in better and faster werk, thus reducing. overhead costs 
by increasing output. 

Industrial management says different. 

We shall see which is right, if free competition holds prices 
down to the lowest point compatible with continued production. 
The only trouble will be,-if higher prices have been made neces- 
sary, it will then be too late. We shall have slid too far down the 
inflation descent to be able to stop. .

Au ‘omobile Example the big three automobile manufactur- 
ing organizations, visiting in Atlanta a year or so ago, told me, at 
that time, that high wage costs had already made it necessary to 
increase the cost, to the user, of the coming postwar cars about 
20 -per cent. 

That means, when you go to buy that new car of which you've 
dreamed, you will have to pay $1.20 for $1.00 worth of car you 
paid in 1941. 

In other words, the dollars with which you buy your new car 
will be worth, in,car-purchasing power, only about 83 cents. 

Of course, thé competing automobile manufacturers will keep 
the costs to you as low as possible. And they will give you as much 
car as possible for your money. 

But, strive as they will, they will still have to charge you $1,200 
for the same care they sold to you for $1,000 before the war. 

There'll be a car selling for $1,000. Because there is a market 
of prospective purchasers, who must be supplied, who can't pay 
more than $1,000. It will be a car, however, for which you'd have 


paid about $830 before the war. 
The same situation will exist in al! prod- 


Out of Our Pockets ucts, The higher wages will be paid out 


of the pockets of the consumers. 

That many of the consumers will be workers getting those higher 
wages, won’t help much. The lowered value dollars will simply be 
channeled through their pay envelopes into the increased purchase 
prices of what they buy. If it gives them any thrill, they'll handle 
more dollars byt in the ultimate result they will be able to buy no 
more than before. - 

It is a puzzling economic problem. For one, I'd like to see every 
worker get all the pay possible. But I hate the tragedy that looms 
if. we permit inflation to get out of control. Which seems to be 
where we are headed.

Carr's Memory Still Cherished 


(From The Raleigh News and Observer) 


Friday marked an event in North Carolina without parallel. The 
people celebrated the 100th birthday of a private citizen who had 
been dead a score of years—Julian S. Carr, of Durham. 

He never held high office, commanded no victorious armies, 
built no institution to prepetuate his name, made no invention or 
discovery in science, did not stir his generation by oratory, wrote 
no great poem, nor created any literary masterpiece. He did none 
of the things which are regarded as essential to insure remembrance 
or honor by his fellow countrymen long years after his passing. 

Why then did the general assembly single him out to give the 
distinction of a centennial celebration in his honor and the governor 
issued a proclamation that Friday, Oct. 12, should be Julian S. Carr 
Day in this commonwealth, saying in the proclamation: 

“It is fitting that the state as a whole give attention on this date 
to the career in business, manufacturing, investment, agriculture, 
and banking that led Gen. Carr to that point in the peak of his 
career, when he was the president and the leading spirit in 40 North 
Carolina corporation, promoting the business. He gave an intel- 
lectual interest to the state, especially in the Piedmont area center- 
ing around Durham, and Gen. Carr also distinguished himself as a 
Confederate soldier, and endeared himself in the hearts of many 
with his widespread philanthropies and personal contributions to 
orphanags, schools and churches.” 


; The answer as to the reason for this unusual honor 
Generosity comes unbidden from all privileged to live in the 
day when Gen. Carr touched to bless and help every good cause and 
worthy institution and opened his heart and hand and purse to 
enlarge their usefulness and who never withheld kindness and aid to 
these who stood in need of a generous friend. They have handed 
down the story—most of it unwritten—of the deeds that emanated 
from a good heart that dominated the life of one who loved his 
fellowmen. It was not his gifts in themselves but the fact that he 
gave himself with his generous contributions that accounted for 
his place in the hearts of his contemporaries. 

He was called “The Golden Hearted Gentleman” and his epitaph 
should be “One Who Loved His Fellowmen.” Chivalric, warm- 
hearted, enthusiastic in whatever concerned his fellowman. He 
was interested in bettering conditions of his fellowmen.. It was his 
‘master passion. He was the man among us who could not say “no” 
to any worthy appeal or shut up his purse or heart to those in need 
or those giving their lives to service in church or school or other 
institutions set up for the betterment of mankind. 

A Liberal Gen. Carr was not only generous In his acts. He was 

liberal in his thinking. He was a Democrat in living 
and a Democrat in politics. He never held office except as Durham's 
representative in the general assembly where, though a mill owner, 
he stood for better pay and better conditions for the workers. He 
was ambitious but when political honors did not come, his devotion 
to his party did not decrease. He was a patrioti®partisan who put 
the commonwealth above office. 

He was among the first young Confederate soldiers, returning 
from.war, who saw that the wheels of industry must turn and the 
south convert its raw material into finished products to become 
strong and prosperous. He made Lord Tennyson and Gladstone 
smoke. Bull Durham tobacco and praise it, and early opened the 
Orient to the product of the golden leaf grown in his, state, 

He loved the university with a devotion that was always ardent. 
He gave land for Trinity when that parent of Duke University was 
moved to Durham. He never ceased to hold close to his heart his 


> Confederate comrades, never failed his church, his alma mater, his 


community, his state or good causes. 

This celebration of the 100th anniversary of one who was long 
Durham's first citizen and the state's foremost industrialist and 
philanthropist will bring in review for this generation the many 
virtues and noble deeds of a private citizen and will demonstrate 
the gratitude of a people to a chivalric and golden hearted gentile 
man whose deeds “smell sweet and blossom in their dust.”

THE FICTION of peaceful pick- 
eting has been abandoned even 
by professional unioneers. The 
professionals finally became so 
arrogant, under the patronage of 
} the Roosevelt government, that 
they frankly admittéd that there 
was no such thing as peaceful 
| picketing. They conceded that the 
purpose of picketing* was not 
' merely to appeal to reason but to 
|prevent and compel by force. 
| Force means blows usually, on 
the head, which are not intended 
merely to scratch the scalp of the 
|victim or raise a lump, but to 
'knock him unconscious, at least. 
Not even. the most artistic rioter 
‘has the subtle touch of the pro- 
' fessional golfer or billiardist. Tak- 
ing into account the weight of the 
weapon, the possible stoutness of 
| the victim’s skull and the thick- 
ness of his hat or cap, the rioter 
still cannot measure the force of 
his blow so as to stop just short 
of paralyzing the victim or ren- 
dering him insane or killing him. 
All things considered, the Amer- 
ican on lawful business must be 
willing to kill or be killed and to 
do unto others as they would do 
unto him and do jt first. 


I DO NOT RECALL a single 
case and I doubt that one could 
be cited in which any person who 
was killed or beaten by pickets 
was even accused of violating any 
law, Invariably the victims have 
suffered death or injury at the 
hands of lawless bands merely be- 
cause they placed too much re- 
liance on mayors and governors 
who were sworn to uphold the 
law and then forsook them. 

The burden of this essay is, 
therefore,. that picketing is not 
peaceful persuasion but anarchy. 
During the organization strikes of 
the CIO ynder John L. Lewis, 
some eminent unioneers went so 
far as to call the pickets soldiers 
in a class war. Guerillas, they 
certainly were but the fight was 
not a class war becausé the cas- 
ualties were members of the same 
class, or workers, 

It was, however, a political as- 
sault for money and power, and 
in most crises, the mayors and 
governors were cowards or de- 
liberate traitors to their vows and 
to the American republican form 
of government who refused even 
to try to protect the citizens.

Cook 
the rabbit at 15 pounds pressure 
for two hours. Remove the bones 
and meat and give them to the 
dogs and cats. Let the liquid cool, 
then place in the fefrigerator un- 
til the next morning. By this 
time, the grease has become firm 
on top of the liquid. It should 
be removed and fed to the birds. 
One good way is to rub it into 
the bark of an oak tree where 
only the birds can get at it.

Anzio was unique. 


It was the only place in Europe which held an entire corps of 
infantry, a British division, all kinds of artillery and special units, 
and maintained an immense supply and administration setup without 


a rear echelon. 


As a-matter of fact, there wasn’t any rear; there 


was no place in the entire beachhead where enemy shells couldn't 


seek you out. 

Sometimes it was worse at the’ 
front; sometimes worse at the har- 
bor. Quartermasters buried their 
dead and amphibious duck drivers 
went down with their craft. Infan- 
trymen, dug into the Mussolini ca- 
nal, had the canal pushed in on 
top of them by armor-piercing 
shells, and Jerry bombers circled 
as they directed glider bombs into 
LSTs and Liberty ships. Wounded 
men got oak leaf clusters on their 
Purple Hearts when shell frag- 
ments riddled them as they lay on 
hospital beds. Nurses died. Planes 
crash-landed on the single air strip. 

Planes went out to seek the “An- 
zio Express,” that huge gun which 
made guys in rest areas play soft- 
ball near slit trenches. The planes 
would report the Express destroy- 
ed and an hour later she would 
come in on schedule. 

The krauts launched a suicidal | 
attack which almost drove through 
to the sea. Evacuation was already 
beginning in the harbor when a 
single American battalion broke 
the point of the attack, then was 
engulfed and died. Bodies of fa- 
natical young Germans piled up in 
front of the machineguns, and 
when the guns ran out of ammu- 
nition, the Wehrmacht came 
through and was stopped only by 


int-blank artillery. 
FIVE-MONTH NIG ‘ARE 

You couldn’t stdfid up in the 
_gwamps without being cut down, 
and you couldn’t sleep if you sat 
down. Guys stayed in those 
swamps for days-and weeks. Every 
hole had to be covered, because 
the “popcorn man” came over ev- 
ery night and shoveled hundreds 
of little butterfly bombs down on 
your head by the hight of flares 
and exploding ack-ack. You'd wake 
up in the morning.and find your 
sandbags torn open and spilled on 
the ground. 

You wondered how Jerry could 
see you and throw a shell at you 
every time you stuck your head 
up, until you climbed into the 
mountains after it was all over 
and were able to count every tree 
and every house in the area we 
had held. Tiger tanks grouped to- 
gether and fired at you. Your ar- 
tillery thought it was a battery 
and threw a concontration of 
shells at the tanks, and by the 
time your shells struck, the Tigers 
had moved away and were firing 
at you from another place. 

Four American tank destroyers 
crossed the canal and bounced ar- 
mor-piercing shells off the turret 
of a Tiger until it turned its mas- 
sive gun and disintegrated them 
with five shells.

They sat 
there for weeks, and the only men 
who came down that mountain 
were dead ones, badly wounded 
ones, and those who had trench 
foot from the icy mud. 


During that entire period the 


dogfaces didn’t have a hot meal. ; 


Sometimes they had little gaso- 
line stoves and were able to heat 
packets of “predigested” coffee, 
but most often they did it with 
matches—hundreds of matches 
which barely took the chill off the 
brew. Soon the guys ran out of 
matches. 


FORAGWG SUPPLEMENTED 


Our army was pretty well fed 
behind the lines—as well fed as 
an army can be. The food adver- 
tisers who showed a soldier wal- 
lowing in goodies weren't far 
wrong. But the advertisers made 
one mistake. They always show- 
ed the soldier wallowing in good- 
ies at the front. He didn’t wallow 
in anything but mud up there. 

Usually it was nobody’s fault. 
In Sicily and southern France, 
things moved so fast it was hard 
for the supplies to catch up. In 
Italy, the mountains compficated 
the supply situation. 

Since there is not much a cook 
can do while his company is in 
combat, his worth depends upon 
how many ration cases he can 
carry and not upon how flaky his 
corn bread turns out. Occasion- 
ally a few cooks managed to get 
hot food up to their boys but this 
didn’t happen very often. 

While the rule books probably 
frown on it, there are few soldiers 
who haven't traded Army rations 
for civilian food when it was 
available. It was funny to watch 
a Civilian, sick of his potato soup, 
brown bread, and red wine, wolf 
one of those horrible K rations as 
eagerly as the soldier tore into 
the soup and bread and wine. 

Every army does some foraging 
now and then, and I guess Euro- 
pean farmers are used to it. The 
soldiers killed a lot of cows. One 
rifleman at Anzio insisted that a 
cow had attacked him and that he 
had fired in self-defense. 

‘The krauts sometimes 
herds of livestock for cover and 


drove them ahead of the infantry 


in an attack. Whether the attack 
Was successful or not, both sides 
usually got fresh meat out of it. 
It’s astounding how many sol- 
diers, before cleaning their rifles.

They 
dug up German anti-tank mines, 
wired them electrically, dropped 
them into the sea, exploded them 
and then harvested bushels of fish. 
Such highly unorthodox but ex- 
tremely effective methods of sup- 
ply persuaded the Germans—fear- 
ul,

to make a farm pay dividends?” 


PSYCHOLOGICAL VALUES 

If you expect to purchase farm 
land’ and make it pay cash divi- 
dends, then you must ‘usually 
think in terms of high-priced acre- 
age. And such a business venture 
will involve money for tractor and 
plow, cultivator and numerous 
other expansive items of farm 
equipment. 

But I am advocating a small 
farm for city dwellers chiefly for 
its psychological dividends and as 
a “cushion” in time of temporary 
lack of a factory or office job. You 
can buy marginal land at $25 to 
$50 per acre for this purpose. That 
is no more than the average young 
person spends on cigarets per 
-year. 

If a factory worker has a five- 


‘| acre farm even of the “marginal” 


soil that economists would veto 
as a permanent business venture, 
he nevertheless has an economic 
“cushion”, that will tide him over 
unemployment for six to 12 
months. For his family can usual- 
ly exist for a year on the clothing 
they possessed the day he lost his 
job in the city. 


PROPERTY SWAPS 

He also could sell enough furni- 
ture or other personal property to 
purchase a spade and hoe, plus 
some hens and a pig, seed pota- 
toes, etc. He could also swap la- 
bor with big-time professional 
farmers in the vicinity for some 
cash or vegetables. 

With a shed or freight car on 
the place as shelter, and a dug 
well, which can be excavated in 
a few days by hand, you have the 
“makings” for a temporary home 
and victuals. 

This type o* life may not be 
luxurious or defensible as a per- 
manent arrangement, but it tides 
&@a man over a crisis in our eco- 
nomic system, without letting him 
lose his self-respect through a city 
relief agency. 

Loss of self-respect is the pre- 
cursor of Communism. That’s 
why our big city populations are 
already ripe for Communistic 
propaganda. 

Unless we restore Americans to 
a self-respecting, land-owning class 


we can not guarantee a “free en- 
terprise” system very long. 
“HORSE SENSE” 

I've grown up on a Hoosier 
farm, and during the war bought 
71 acres of rolling Indiana land 
with driven well, barn and farm- 
house thereon for $32.50 per acre, 
so I am giving you some“horse 
sense” economics as regards mar- 
ginal land. 

A farm not only lets a tense city 
professional man relax, thereby 
reducing his blood pressure and 
pulse rate, but it gets him and his 
family into the open air where he 
can smell freshly plowed earth 
and commune with Nature. 

Before marriage, every young 
person, whether — stenographer, 
elerk or factory employe, ought to 
buy a small plot of ground as 
“morale” insurance and as a form 
of “cushion” for short periods of 
depression. Set out a few fruit 
trees thereon in case you might 
need such food badly in later life. 

Land ownership makes you a 
taxpayer and therefore a more dis- 
criminating .voter. It adds more 
confidence to your step when you 
apply for a job, since you realize 
you thus have an economic “spare 
tire” that will tide you along for 
a@ season,

Boil cider, brown and granu- 
lated sugar, cinnamon and cloves 
together 5 minufes. Add lemon 
and orange juice, which have been 
heated just to the boiling. point 
(do not boil them). Serve at once 
in pottery mugs.

2% cups sifted flour.

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, ginger and salt 
and sift again. Heat molasses, re- 
move from’ fire, add shortening 
and soda. Add flour gradually, 
mixing well. Chill. Roll very 
thin on slightly floured board. 
Cut out, and bake on greased bak- 
ing sheet in moderate oven, 350 
degrees, 10 minutes. Remove 
from pans carefully. Makes 3% 
dozen cookies,

HYDE PARK, Friday.—Today I want to talk 
to you about something which came to me the 
other day from a member of a USO entertain- 
ment group that had been in both Italy and 


These entertainers are young. They have 
perhaps a better opportunity than even the of- 
ficers have for reaching conclusions about the 
situation as it really exists for our soldiers 
They see both officers and enlisted 
men informally. They hear much talk among 
the men which would never occur when of- 
and some talk 
among the officers which would perhaps not 
be as free if enlisted men were present. 

The conclusions which this individual reached were that both 
officers and servicemen in Germany were the victims of a well- 
organized underground propaganda carried on through the German 
girls. For instance, it is quite usual for a German girl to throw 
herself upon the sympathy of the Americans because “she is a 
refugee from Russian-held territory.” 
seeds of hate against the Russians; against the Jews; against all 
our allies. She points out that “only the Germans have plumbing 
comparable to what you have in America.” She asks, “How could 
we look with anything but contempt on the French? In France, dirt 
and decadence reign.”” She is not quite so bitter about the British. 
But, of course, “you Americans are better than the British,” and so 
it goes until we almost forget that we fought the war with allies 
whom we found to be loyal and honest and good soldiers. 

We liberated people who, because of the Germans, have sunk to 
physical conditions of dirt and malnutrition which would lower 
anyone’s morale and will take years to wipe out. We almost forget 
that the Germans are our enemies; that they brought about all 
this destruction and horror and death that we see in Europe, as 
well as the losses among our own men. Of course, say our boys, 
“the girls are not responsible, because we know our girls at home 
would not be responsible for bringing about a war.” 

Last but not least, our economic advisers—looking primarily to 
the interests of the industrialists of this country, packed by a sim- 
ilar group of industrialists in England—are saying that we should 
re-establish the industries of Germany so that Germany may live. 

Anyone who looks at the German people knows that they have 
suffered less than any people in Europe. What are we doing? Are 
we planning to make them strong again so we can have another 
war? Small wonder the Russians and some of the other European 
people are frightened by our attitude. Will we never learn the les- 
sons of history? Not the Russians, but the Germans have brought

Georgia Leads 


Dixie in GI 
Re-enlistment 


By CARLTON THOMAS 
Service Staff Writer 
There are some GIs who are de- 
sirous of remaining GI. 

At least figures at the recruiting 
offices in the seven southeastern 
states reveal that a total of 4,807 
servicemen re-enlisted during the 
period of from Aug. 16 through 
Oct. 7. 

Georgia, with 1,395 re-enlist- 
ments, leads the seven states in 
the number of servicemen “who 
want to remain GI.” 


North Carolina places second 
with 936, Florida is next with 776, 
Mississippi follows with 683, South 
Carolina has 573, Alabama 306 and 
Tennessee 138. 

Capt. Robert Bumpas of recruit- 
ing headquarters here points out, 
however, that the difference be- 
tween the Georgia and Tennessee 
figures was not “exactly over-en- 
thusiasm on the part of Georgians 
or under-enthusiasm on the part of 
those from Tennessee. 


GEORGIA’S SITUATION 
“Georgia has two big separation 
centers in the state and another 
not so far away, from which re 
enlistment personnel are drawn. 
There isn’t a single big separation 
center in Tennessee,” he said. 

He pointed out that Fort Mc- 
Pherson, here, and Camp Gordon, 
at Augusta, are within the state, 
while Camp Blanding, just south 
of Jacksonville, Fla., “isn’t too far 
off.” 

There are two other separation 
centers in the area—Fort Bragg, 
at Fayetteville, N. C., and Camp 
Shelby, at Hattiesburg, Miss. 

When the men re-enlist they are 
given the privilege of asking for 
service in any theater of opera- 
tion. A breakdown in the requests 
presents some interesting ambi- 
tions on the part of the men. 
WOULD STAY IN STATES 

Of the total number who have 
re-entered the Army through 
southeastern recruiting stations, 
4,453 have ‘asked for duty within 
the continental limits of the Unit- 
ed States. 

However, 303 of the men, appar- 
ently having a desire to see some- 
thing of Europe, have asked for 
service in the European theater. 

Thirty-one asked to be placed 
“in the Pacific”; 15 chose the Car- 
ibbean defense command as a 
scene of future service: 10 want- 
ed to go to China, and six, who 
seemed to be dreaming of tropical 
isles and hula girls, specified the 
“Middle Pacific.” 

Extreme high temperatures and 
extreme low temperatures appar- 
ently scared the GIs. Only four 
could be found who would take 
Africa and the Middle East, while | 
just three were willing to chance 
the zero weather of Alaska. 

All re-enlisted men have had 
their wishes respected. They are 
at, or en route to, the spots for 
which they : asked. 


SmokeAbatement

Reactivation of the city smoke 
abatement bureau, which suspend- 
ed operations during war years, 
will be sought in city council Mon- 
day when requests will be filed to 
provide additional assistance for 
the health and building inspectors’ 
divisions.
